ORDINANCE NO. 182
HHWIULATI^IG THE MOVINQ Ol<' 

KUILDINHH AND TANKB OV­ 
ER WTRKKTy, ALLEYS AND 
PUULIC WAYH IN THE CITY
OF TOllRANCE.
An ordinance regulating the mov­ 

ing of buildings or tanks upon pub­ 
lic highways and other public 
places and prescribing regulations 
under which permits shall be Is­ 
sued for tho moving of bulldlnga or 
other structures thereon, within the 
city of Torrance and declaring tho 
violation of any of tho provisions 
of this ordinance to be a misde­ 
meanor nnd prescribing. a punish- 
ment for such violation.

The City Council of tho City (.f 
Torranco does or(|aln us follows:

Hcctlon 1, It shall' be unlawful 
for any licrson, firm or corpora­ 
tion, to move, or to cause to bo 
moved, any tank more -than eight 
foet (8') In diameter or any build­ 
ing ' or any section or portion of 
any building, oVer, upon, along or 
across any public highway, road, 
street, alley, or other public place, 
without first obtaining a permit In 
writing from the Ktreot " Superin­ 
tendent or Building Inspector so to 
.do, In thu manner provided by this 
ordinance. ,  - .

Any person, firm or corporation 
desiring to. move, or to «ausc to' be 
moved any building, or any sec­ 
tion or portion Of any building, or 
any tank more than eight feet <8') In 
diameter, over, upon, along or aero** 
Any public highway, road, street, 
alley, or other public place, shall 
flrat file a written application wlcii 
the Street Superintendent or Build­ 
ing Inspector, specifying the kind 
of a tank, or building to be moved, 
the location of same, the ' location 
to which, and the route over or 
along which such structure, and 
each -section or portion of such 
structure, is to be moved, the num- 
lier of sections In which the .struc­ 
ture will be moved, and -the time 
within which such removal will bo 
completed.
